Reason for Allowance 

Claims 2-3, 5-13 and 15-19 are allowed for the following reasons: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Fernald et al. (US 6490931). 
Claims 2-3, 5-13 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a) an inner electrode located on an 
inner surface of the fiber optic tensioning structure; and b) an outer electrode located 
on an outer surface of the fiber optic tensioning structure where the inner and outer 
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electrodes are configured to apply an electrical potential radially to the fiber optic 
tensioning structure in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. 
Claim 15-19 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious wherein the fiber optic component 
comprises a conductive jacket used to provide electrical connection to the tensioning 
structure in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim.
